Event Type: Single-vehicle crash with hazmat spill 
Estimated Initial Impact: Rush Hour: 3 of 3 travel lanes affected equals (=) 100% 
Incident Details: TMC operators heard of a tractor trailer crash over the police scanner. A vehicle spilled ten gallons of a hydro carbonate poisonous 
hazmat material while driving from Northbound I-55 on Southbound ramp to Northbound I-270. 
Action Taken: The TMC dispatched MoDOT Emergency Response to the scene. Mehlville PD, Fire, and EMS responded and blocked all lanes for 
southbound traffic while emergency vehicles blocked the northbound lanes. MoDOT Emergency Response set up traffic control for both ramps 
Northbound and Southbound I-55 to Northbound I-270. The ER Supervisor, Communication Staff, Maintenance Superintendent, EOC, Motor Carriers, 
Area Engineer and the MoDOT Incident Management Coordinator were all notified. The TMC entered the incident into TMS to notify the public of the 
closure. An incident alert, update and cleared were used to advise management of the closure. Hazmat crews had a delayed response. MoDOT 
maintenance responded with a truck full of sand and sweeper for the cleanup of non-hazmat spills. Traffic queue was roughly one mile for both 
Northbound and Southbound I-55 ramps to Northbound I-270 while Northbound I-270 did not have a queue. Traffic was able to utilize the left shoulder 
off both ramps and continue onto Northbound I-270 as a reduced lane. A traffic engineer was notified and began to adjust necessary signal timing for 
traffic. The route most affected by this incident was Westbound Lindbergh Blvd. as people were getting off Northbound/Southbound I-55 at that 
interchange and trying to go west to Tesson Ferry Road (MO 21) south to get back on Northbound I-270. The AMI was checked but there was no plan 
for changing the signals along this detour route. After a review of the plans available, it looked like Plan 30 would be the best coordinated option for most 
of the route. At 2:00 pm, plan 30 was beginning anyway per the regular daily schedule. Plan 74 was implemented at the I-55/Lindbergh interchange to 
prioritize movements off the interstate and allowed more time for the left turn movements. At 4:30 pm, diversion plan 84 was deployed to the I-55/Butler 
Hill interchange and Route 61/67 between Mattis Road and South County Center. Diversion plan 97 was deployed to 61/67 @ Butler Hill, but some 
modifications needed to be made to correct a bad plan free condition. The modifications did not convert, so the controller was manually manipulated to 
run Manual Plan 97. At 5:00 pm, the Lindbergh/I-55 interchange signal was allowed to return to normal operation. The ramps were fairly clear, but traffic 
on Lindbergh was being impacted. The roadway was opened around 5:40 pm. The 84 diversion plans were set to ‘expire’ at 6:00 pm and were allowed 
to do so. 61/67 @ Butler Hill was returned to normal operation in the controller manually. 
Result: We were able to get more people off the highway by implementing the AMI plans at two intersections, but it did not seem to have a significant 
impact on backups along I-55. Some AMI issues noted were no rerouting plan to move people from I-55 to I-270 via Lindbergh to Tesson Ferry. A flush 
plan here could work really well since all the signals belong to MoDOT. A reverse plan along the same corridor would be helpful to have ready in case 
other ramps are closed. Also, glitches in plan 97 should be investigated at 61-67/Butler Hill.

Incident Details: The TMC operators observed on CCTV a multiple-vehicle crash. Vehicles 2 and 3 were stopped for traffic ahead in lanes 5 and 6. 
Vehicle 1 was Northbound on I-55 in lane 2. Driver 1 executed a lane change to the right and struck the rear of vehicle 2. Vehicle 2 spun and was forced 
into the driver side of vehicle 3. Driver 2 fatality pronounced on scene at 3:01 pm by Mehlville EMS. Passenger 2 fatality pronounced at Mercy hospital 
south on 12/18/2018 at 3:30 hours. The TMC dispatched MoDOT ER to the scene. 

Action Taken: MSHP and St. Louis County PD blocked lanes 3, 4, 5 and 6. Mehlville Fire, EMS, and Tow responded. Emergency Response arrived on 
scene and started initiating traffic control. Communication Staff was notified. The TMC messaged for the event and entered it into TMS to notify the 
public of the closure. Traffic queued approximately one mile, but returned to normal almost immediately after all lanes were opened. Extended duration 
was due to waiting for reconstruction.

1/25/2019 (Friday) 


Time: 5:02 am — 2:02 pm 

Location: St. Louis County — Northbound I-270 past Dorsett 

Event Type: Two-vehicle crash 

Estimated Initial Impact: Rush Hour: 4 of 5 travel lanes affected equals (=) 80% 

Incident Details: TMC operators overheard units being dispatched to a crash while monitoring scanner traffic. It was later determined to be a two- 
vehicle crash involving a pickup truck and a tractor trailer. The tractor trailer struck the rear of the pickup truck that was stalled in the right lane. The 
tractor trailer then went off the right side of the roadway, through a concrete barrier wall, and down an embankment. It came to rest in a shallow storm 
water creek in the backyards of a neighborhood where the tractor portion became embedded in mud. No injuries were reported. 

Action Taken: TMC operators confirmed the location via CCTV and immediately entered the incident into ATMS, which generated an entry into TMS. 
The appropriate DMS boards were also activated to alert drivers. Maryland Heights Police, Fire and EMS responded, and the TMC dispatched two 
Emergency Response Units to assist with traffic control. Around 5:05 am, Maryland Heights PD called and advised the crash involved a tractor trailer 
down an embankment, and they believed it would take several hours to clear it from the scene. They further advised this would require all but one lane 
of the interstate to be closed through the morning rush hour. The TMC supervisor immediately called police back and requested they postpone recovery 
of the tractor trailer until after rush hour. However, after checking with the officer in command of the scene, the dispatcher advised the TMC supervisor 
that they already had a tow truck in route. Anticipating that such a closure would have a significant impact to the morning commute, the TMC notified 
community relations. They also pushed DMS messaging out past available diversion points to inform drivers. 

At approximately 5:20 am, the fire department called and advised there was also a diesel fuel spill of approximately 30 gallons and requested MoDOT 
respond with a large amount of oil dry. Two additional ER units were dispatched with extra oil dry. Within the first hour, the pickup truck had been towed 
from the scene, the fuel on the roadway had been addressed using 12 bags of oil dry, and two heavy tows from Doc’s Towing were working on 
recovering the tractor trailer. Two hours into the incident, with little progress having been made by Doc’s, Maryland Heights Police advised they would 
wait until after the morning rush to have a third heavy tow truck respond and assist with recovery. Three traffic lanes were reopened by 7:15 am, with 
only the right lane remaining closed. Shortly after the lanes reopened there was a minor secondary accident in the left lane of the 2.5 mile queue. 
Emergency workers were able to clear that accident in approximately 10 minutes. 

Around 10:00 am, recovery units responded back out to the scene and closed two additional right lanes to begin winching the tractor trailer up the 
embankment. This left two left lanes open for northbound drivers. Traffic began to queue back to Dorsett Road and this resulted in another accident with 
injury at 10:31 am. At 11:17 am, a third accident with two injuries was reported at Dorsett Road. The three lanes remained closed until 12:13 pm. Lane 
#8 and the right exit lane were opened at 12:34 pm. The interstate was completely reopened at 2:02 pm. The maximum queue throughout the event was 
2.5 miles and quickly cleared as lanes were reopened.

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1/25/2019 (Friday) 


Time: 3:05 pm — 6:23 pm *** Fatal *** 

Location: St. Louis County — Northbound MO 141 past I-70 

Event Type: Single-vehicle crash with pedestrian struck 

Estimated Initial Impact: Rush Hour: 4 of 4 travel lanes affected equals (=) 100% 

Incident Details: St. Louis County Police contacted the TMC requesting traffic control for an accident with a pedestrian struck. After checking the 
cameras, a pickup truck was found sitting at the intersection of Northbound MO 141 at Rider Trail South with police. All lanes were closed and traffic 
was being diverted to Rider Trail South. Fire and EMS had already left the scene. Later, St. Louis County Police confirmed the pedestrian had died. 
MSHP arrived on scene shortly after and stated they were taking over the scene from St. Louis County Police to conduct a reconstruction of the crash. 
Action Taken: Emergency Response was contacted to provide traffic control on MO 141. MoDOT EOC, ER Shift Supervisor and MoDOT’s Incident 
Management Coordinator were notified of closure due to St Louis County PD stating the roadway would be closed for three to four hours. An admin text 
was sent to notify the SL District Leadership Team, Communications and maintenance team of the closure. St. Louis Police closed the Westbound I-70 
exit to northbound MO 141 for about 10 minutes then allowed traffic to continue to use the exit. Due to direction the accident occurred the traffic queue 
was minimal. DMS boards along I-70, MO 141 and MO 364 were activated. A traffic engineer adjusted the traffic signals to help traffic clear out once the 
right lane opened. The length of the incident was due to reconstruction.

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1/30/2019 (Wednesday) 


Time: 5:41 am — 9:31 am *** Fatal *** 

Location: St. Charles County — Eastbound I-70 past Route K 

Event Type: Two-vehicle crash 

Estimated Initial Impact: Rush Hour: 4 of 4 travel lanes affected equals (=) 100% 

Incident Details: TMC operators overheard units being dispatched to an accident with entrapment while monitoring scanner traffic. It was later 
determined to be a two-vehicle crash involving a passenger car and minivan. After colliding, both vehicles erupted in flames and the driver of the car 
was pronounced at the scene. 

Action Taken: TMC operators confirmed the location via CCTV and observed all lanes to be closed. They immediately entered the incident into ATMS, 
which generated an entry into TMS. The appropriate DMS boards were activated within one minute to alert drivers. O’Fallon Police, Fire and St. Charles 
County Ambulance District responded, as did MSHP, who took command of the scene. The TMC dispatched two Emergency Response Units to assist 
with traffic control, and the Incident Management Coordinator also responded. Upon arrival, both vehicles were fully engulfed in flames, with one of the 
vehicles against the left median wall. Police closed all westbound lanes of I-70 for approximately 15 minutes, until the fire was put out. The TMC entered 
that closure into ATMS as well as TMS and activated DMS boards. Eastbound traffic was diverted off onto Route K, while westbound traffic was diverted 
off at West Terra (the outer road) then back onto the interstate at Route K. Signal engineers were able to adjust the signals at Route K and Veterans 
Memorial and Route K at West Terra to favor exiting traffic. MoDOT Maintenance crews from Wenizville were notified and responded with salt trucks to 
treat the area due to the amount of water used to put out the fire and the subfreezing temperature. Communications, AE, EOC, Motor Carrier Services, 
and the Emergency Response Supervisor were all notified. Due to the fatality, MSHP called in a crash reconstruction team. This extended the duration 
of the event as the team had to respond from the Cuba, MO area. Traffic queued approximately 4 miles eastbound, but was minimal westbound.
